1  f  t  lie  npplica- 
tion  is  approved,  the  organization  or  the  indivi¬ 
dual  will  take  Ihe  approved  letter  to  the  office 
of  the  Maryville1  Chamber  of  Commerce  (’or 
eoasiderat ion.  If  approved  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  organization  or  individual 
will  he-  given  written  permission  1o  pursue  its 
course  of  soliciting.  This  written  permission 
should  he  shown  to  prospective  customers.  Dis¬ 
approval  by  either  the  President,  of  the  College 
or  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  evidence  that, 
the  plan  of  soliciting  should  lie  dropped.

Dickens  Still  Lives 

Do  you  know  that  Charles  Dick¬ 
ens  was  born  February  7,  1812,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  years  ago? 
"The  Christmas  Carol”  which  is  still 
rend  every  Christmas  was  written 
more  than  one  hundred  years  ago. 

If  you  do  not  like  to  read  history, 
you  can  get  a  clearer  picture  of  the 
French  Revolution  by  reading  “The 
Tale  of  two  Cities,"  than  by  reading 
many  texts. 

Dickens's  first  published  piece  of 
writing,  “A  Dinner  at  Popular  Walk,” 
appeared  in  the  Old  Monthly 
Magazine  when  lie  was  only  twenty- 
one  years  old. 

Three  years  later  he  had  written 
his  popular  “Sketches  by  Boz.”  Part 
of  Dickens’s  popularity  comes  from 
his  ability  to  describe  so  clearly  his 
characters.  Perhaps  he  gained  this 
ability  by  being  among  the  common 
people  so  much  of  the  time. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  only 
test  of  the  worth  of  a  piece  of  writ¬ 
ing  is  the  test  of  time,  and  almost  all 
of  Dickens’s  writings  have  passed 
the  test.

Berkeley  Campus  Has 

Countryless  Students 

BERKELEY,  Calif  —  (ACP)  — 
Twenty-one  men  and  women  with¬ 
out  a  country  are  registered  on  the 
Berkeley  campus  of  the  University 
of  California,  according  to  Allen  C, 
Blaisdell,  foreign  student  adviser. 

Most  of  these  “stateless”  students, 
Blaisdell  said,  came  to  the  United 
States  from  the  Far  East  to  which 
their  parents  had  moved  from 
European  countries  without  having 
their  citizenship  clarified.  Generally, 
they  are  in  this  country  on  tem¬ 
porary  passports  or  visas  or  by  special 
State  Department  permit. 

Blaisdell  also  noted  that  four  Jap¬ 
anese  citizens  are  registered  on  the 
Berkeley  campus.  These  students 
were  brought  to  this  country  by 
their  parents  while  they  were  still  in¬ 
fants  and,  under  later  legislation, 
are  prohibited  from  becoming 
United  States  citizens,’ even  though 
they  have  lived  here  practically  all 
their  lives.

The  Chinese  Communist  party 
does  not  have  the  policy  which  the  < 
word  communist  would  suggest,  he  | 
said.  Dr.  Pu  maintained  that  the  i 
Communists  in  China  allowed  pri- 1 
vate  ownership  and  private  enter- 1 
prise.  This  fact  is  one  which  Amor-  | 
icans  fail  to  recognize  in  their 1 
thinking  about  the  Communists  in 
China,  Although  Dr.  Pu  did  not! 
mention  Russia  in  the  assembly,  he  I 
was  later  heard  to  say  that  Russia  j 
is  not  interfering  in  China’s  affairs.  I 

In  closing  his  review  of  the  forces 
concerned  in  the  struggle  of  China, 
Dr.  Pu  asked  his  audience  to  re¬ 
member  where  the  struggle  is.  ; 

Dr.  Pu  said  that  the  American  j 
policy  toward  China  is  depressing ! 
and  discouraging.  He  informed  the 
audience  that  America  is  helping 
tlie  wrong  force  in  China.  However. 
General  Marshall's  effort  to  form  a 
coalition  government  in  China  was 
vitally  needed.  He  outlined  four 
important  reasons  why  Americans 
should  not  agree  with  tho  present 
Chinese-American  policy.  He  said 
that  the  money  the  United  States 
is  sending  to  the  wrong  force  is  only 
helping  to  slaughter  Chinese  people. 
This  policy  is  tearing  down  the  tra¬ 
ditional  friendship  between  the  two  | 
countries  and  helping  to  destroy  the 
economic  system  of  China.  The 
United  States  can  expect  another 
war  if  the  present  policy  continues 
to  exist,  he  said. 

His  parting  message  was  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Chinese  people  have  faith  in 
Americans.  They  believe  American 
people”  still  love  -the'  Chinese  and 
cherish1  the  traditional  friendship 
between  two  countries.  If  Americans 
do  still  love  the  'Chinese  people,, 
they  shduld  do  everything  In  lliClr 
power  to  stop  the  ourrent  policy'  and 
help  to, sec  that  American,  troops!, 
are  withdrawn  from'  China.  .  i  i; 


Fallowing  is  a  brief  summary  oi 
some  statistics  given  by  General 
Omar  N.  Bradley,  Administrator  of 
l.lic  Veterans  Administration  ill  »a 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  These 
statistics  not  only  give  an  idea  of 
tlie'  vastness  of  the  Veterans  Pro¬ 
gram  but  also  some  good  compari¬ 
sons  with  other  expenses  of  the 
American  people. 

“By  August  of  last  year  we  coulcl 
count  the  walloping  cost  of  World 
War  II  at  more  than  $300,000,000,000. 
From  tho  invasion  of  France  to  tho 
defeat  of  Japan  it  cost  us  almost 
$250,000,000  a  day. 

Since  the  Civil  War,  we  have  paid 
more  than  $8,000,000,000  to  pensioners, 
of  that  conflict.  Veterans  of  our  war 
with  Spain  have  already  been  award¬ 
ed  $2,000,000,000.  And  now  with 
more  than  three  and  a  half  million 
living  veterans  of  World  War  I,  wc 
have  already  paid  five  and  one-half 
billion  dollars  to  them  and  tho 
families  of  their  comrades. 

Under,  this  plan,  more  than  'ono 
and  three-quarter  billion  dollars  is 
allotted  for  vocational  readjustment, 
for  education  and  training,  for  busi¬ 
ness,  farm  and  home  loans  under  the 
GI  Bill.  Of  our  total  expenditure, 
the  remaining  sixty  per  cent  will  go 
for  traditional  past-war  benefits  of 
compensation  and  pensions,  hos¬ 
pitalization  and  medical  care,  train¬ 
ing  for  the  disabled  and  government 
life  insurance. 

Education  and  training,  democra¬ 
tically  fitted  to  our  belief  in  equal 
opportunity  for  all,  can  open  tho 
daor  to  inexhaustible  sources  of  in¬ 
telligent  and  imaginative  manage¬ 
ment —  skilled  and  competent  labor.

Maryville’s  upset-minded  Bear¬ 
cats  will  travel  downstatc  to  meet 
the  Rolla  Miners  and  the  Cape 
Girardeau  Indians  on  successive 
evenings,  tomorrow  and  Saturday, 
respectively.
